Men and women of intelligence who considered the ordinary puzzle a 
sheer waste of time were converted by Torquemada’s hidden Lights. 

The solutions of all the puzzles, and a correctly filled-in diagram 
for each, are printed at the end of the volume. Full explanatory notes 
are also given, and these form a small reference library in which the 
solver is reminded of or introduced to much excellent writing, quaint 
fact, and humorous fancy. 

Each figure in a diagram represents the beginning of a word which 
runs continuously, downwards or across, until it reaches a black space 
or the edge of the square. The couplets give clues to the words and 
are numbered to correspond with the numbers in the squares. 

When an author is required, and the space is too small for his 
name, try his initials.
